80ME FORESTRY STATISTICS. 

Circular No. 140, issued by the fprest 
service of the department, of agricul 
tore, contains an Interesting summary 
of the progress of forestry In several 
European countries and ma,kes a strik 
lug comparison between results ob¬ 
tained under a strict system of scleu 
two forestry,, and those possible under* 
a careless and slipshod method such as 
Is at present generally followed In the 
United States. The report makes plain 
that In all the Euroin-an countries 
where any serious attempt has been 
made at systematic forestry the yield 
per acre has Increased materially in n 
period of years. The method of man¬ 
agement calls for a sustained yield - 
that is. no more wood is cut than the 
forest produces. In Prussia the forest 
yield per acre was twenty culrtc feet 
In 1865, twenty-four cubic feet in 1890, 
flfty-two cubic feet in 1895 and In 1905 
•Ixty-flve cubic feet During this pe¬ 
riod the percentage of saw tlmbei 
rose from 19 to 54 per cent which 
ahows that there was not only an fh 
Crease in quantity, but a marked in¬ 
crease in quality. In Saxony under 
strict forest supervision the annual 
production of wood is ninety-three cu¬ 
bic feet per acre. In Switzerland sys¬ 
tematic forestry has been practiced 
since 1680, the most profitable tracts 
yielding on an average a clear unnuiM 
profit of $12 per acre. In marked con¬ 
trast to the results above noted Is the 
condition of forestry in the United 
8tates. Instead of curtailing the cut of 
lumber to make it correspond with the 
annual growth, we are today cutting 
three times as much timber as our for¬ 
est areas are producing. We spent on 
our national forests last year 9.3 mills 
per acre, while the revenue from them 
was less than seven-eighths of a mill 
per acre. -In this as well as In'most 
European countries one of the power¬ 
ful factors leading to an effective in¬ 
terest in the project of forestry lias 
been the enormous lasses sustained 
from floods as a direct result of strip¬ 
ping the timber riom the watersheds 
of the more important streams. Not 
until recently has this feature been 
given due emphasis In this country, 
but it is at present a powerful incen¬ 
tive to a forestry reformation. 


Tbe manure pile and the place for 
dumping the Vops are the two chief 
places where bouse flies breed and con¬ 
gregate. On this account they should 
be located at some distance from the 
house. This may mean carrying the 
slops somewhat farther, bnt it will 
also mean fewer flies In the house.

The hemp plant, which is raised al- 

C ost exclusively in the Philippine la¬ 
nds, is being experimented with in 
portions of Texas and with seeming 
success, giving hope that it may be 
raised on a- commercial scale. Experi¬ 
ments lu growing tbe plant have been 
made in India, Africa and South Amer¬ 
ica. but without success. Hemp Is 
secured from a variety of the banana 
palm, which seems to be much at home 
to the gulf coast country. 


The need of cultivation L« especially 
apparent in hot spells after heavy 
ralns. when a baking of the surface 
of the ground prevents a proper clr 
eolation of air through the soil and a 
proper movement of moisture from the 
subsoil. Provided the top two or three 
inches of soil are kept stirred and mel¬ 
low, It serves as a sort of blanket 
which keeps the ground from over¬ 
heating and becoming too crusty. 


Better results wili attend tbe grow¬ 
ing of clover when It comes to be 
viewed by the average farmer as a 
primary rather than a secondary and 
makeshift crop. When sown with 
oats they rather clover are 

given chief consideration, while in sea¬ 
sons when it occupies tbe land entire¬ 
ly the first cutting for hay Is given 
precedence over the second, which Is 
sometimes saved for seed.

The common white market or navy 
bean has risen in value the past few 
years until It now brings a good price 
and gives a good return to the raiser. 
One of the advantage's of bean cul¬ 
ture, aside from the money return, is 
that the land which grows them gains 
rather thun .loses In fertility owing 
to tbe fact that, as it is not necessary 
to sow to seed until June 1. a multitude 
of weed seeds may be germinated and 
destroyed. More than this, beans will 
do well on rich or thin soil and give 
a crop undqr most any conditions ex¬ 
cept where the soil is too wet 


On June 29 of this jjenr there oc¬ 
curred the final allotment of the lands 
which have been held in trust by the 
government for the Osage Indian tribe. 
As a result of this division each mem¬ 
ber of the tribe received in the neigh¬ 
borhood of 800 acres of land, which are 
worth on the average about $40,000. 
This makes the Osage Indians the 
richest people on the face of the earth, 
the holdings of some being valued as 
high ns $400,000. Besides the land 
which has JusJ been distributed, the 
government hah held in trust several 
millions 6f dollars In cash received 
from the sale if certain lands belong¬ 
ing to the nation. 


An emulsion for spraying stock to 
ward off flies that is recommended liy 
one stockman to Minnesota is made by 
mixing thoroughly one part of kero¬ 
sene with three parts of whale oil 
soap. This may be rubbed on the back 
legs with mg or hand and Is said to 
repel the hies for a period of about 
two days, when It should be renewed. 
Several good fly repelleuts are adver¬ 
tised to the agricultural journals, and 
with each package of the article are 
directions for Its proper use. With 
stock suffering from flies as they* ds 
and cows shrinking to their flow of 
milk most any method would’seem to 
be worth trying to keep tbe pest ia 
check. 


UNIFORM APPLE PACKING. 

The Porter bllL which was framed 
the past winter by a New York leg¬ 
islator and will be presented for pas¬ 
sage at the next BeBsion of congress, 
provides for a uulform grading of ap-* 
pies packed for domestic and foreign 
consumption. As things stand at 
present, there Is a wide variation in 
the grading of apples to different 
localities and to different seasons 
in the same locality, with the result 
that little reliance can be placed on 
the label that a given barrel may 
bear. For some Fears past Canadian 
apple growers and shippers have ben¬ 
efited by a law requiring uniform 
grading of apple stocks, with the re¬ 
sult that on 1 the London markets, 
where much of tbe Canadlinn fruit Is 
retailed, it brings 2 shillings a bar 
rel more than New York puck because 
of a certainty that the grading Is uni 
form. The law referred to may work 
some hardship on tbe careless or dis¬ 
honest packer, but it will without 
question be a boon to those wht> are 
reliable and conscientious and be wel¬ 
comed by commission men, who in a 
way are,at present working at a great 
disadvantage.

With a group of dairy rows at tbe 
Michigan station there was a varia¬ 
tion In net return for the year from 
the poorest cow at $6.08 to the I»e8t at 
$98.05. ^ In one herd of twelve cows 
tested ‘by the Illinois experiment - sta¬ 
tion it was found that the three best 
rows gave a larger return tlmn all the 
others put together, and yet It cost no 
more to feed and enre for them than 
it did-the three poorest that' were bare¬ 
ly paying for thetr keep. •

TREATING FENCEPOSTS. 

In view of the. increasing cost of post 
timber it is well worth while for one 
Who has a good many 'of them to set 
to treat the posts so as to increase 
their life and usefulness. This may 
be done to one of several jvuys. One 
of the best preservatives for this pur¬ 
pose is carboltoemn, which is highly 
recommended by the forest service and 
Is at present used extensively by a 
number of large telephone and tele¬ 
graph construction companies. While 
It may be somewhat more effective 
and more expeditious to dip tbe butts 
of the posts into a receptacle contain¬ 
ing the preservative, the same results 
tan be obtained by giving the portion 
•f the post to be set Into the ground 
ind six inches above two coats of tbe 
tarbollneum, the first being allowed to 
•oak in and dry before tbe second Is 
applied. Cwfeoliueum costa to the 
neighborhood of 75 cents a gallon. If 
the posts are dipped In hot tar or paint¬ 
ed with it. much the same results will 
be seenred. In the absence of either 
of th«o preservatives the application 
of twt coats of common black roof 
galnt will add materially to thO life of

While 
some objection to this treatment for 
tnberculosls may be dne to the prac¬ 
tice of It by Incompetents, the opposi¬ 
tion of some authorities setyus tracea¬ 
ble to part to a constitutional tenden¬ 
cy to be on the offside of a popular 
movement and to part to n desire to 
carry favor with a class bf dairymen 
Whose cattle are badly infected with 
the disease and who would suffer se¬ 
rious financial loss were the test to 
lie applied ’to their herds rigorously. 
Rome Individuals of this latter class go 
to the extreme of stating that tuber¬ 
culosis is brought on or superinduced 
tiy the tuberculin treatment instead of 
being held to check or eradicated by 
It. While the truth may not be all on 
ane side. It Is quite likely to large meas¬ 
ure with the majority, who bold that’ 
the tuberculin treatment Is a fairly 
accurate method of detecting the pres¬ 
ence of bovine tuberculosis. .

8uch findings would 
not be valuable as scientific data, but 
they would give the wide awake mnn 
t pretty Accurate Idea of those Indi¬ 
viduals to his herd that were really 
• source of profit tdhira and those that 
Were barely paying for thetr board or 
kept at an actuaW loss. Two points 
should be taken Into account to tbe 
test—quantity and quality of milk 
yield, coupled with the average pe¬ 
riod of lactation. If a cow doesn't 
make a Showing on any of these point* 
•he is more than likely a deadhead.
